Exequátur In Diplomatic Use. 
I Exequatur Is a Latin word, third 
person singular, present tense, sub­ 
junctive mood of the verb exequl, to 
execute or perform. 
It means “he 
may act,” and Is the techiücal term 
(applied to the permit which \ govern­ 
ment grants a foreign consul to act 
•within Its borders. A consul owes his 
appointment to his owrn government, 
but he cannot act until he has received 
an exequatur, or permit to act, from 
the government to which he is accred­ 
ited, aud If he is an unacceptable per­ 
son or for any reason offensive to the 
government where he is sent it may 
refuse to grant him an exequatur aud 
he cannot a c t Not only may the gov­ 
ernment of the country to which a 
consul Is sent refuse to grant hll^ an 
exequatur, but, after it has been grant­ 
ed, that government may at any time 
revoke it for reasons of its owm, thus 
depriving the consul of the right to 
xct.
